B oth houses of congress a re going full ep eed 
up on silver, and it seems to be the only ques­ 
tion of im p ortance now before congress. 
An em p hatic p rotest ag ain st the p ussage 
by the senate of the McKinley bill from the 
m erchants of St. Paul w as laid liefore the 
senate by Senator Davis. 
Mr. B lair introduced a general p ension bill. 
I t p rovides a service jiension for those who 
served sixty day s in the W aro; the Rebellion,

It asks $ 1,200,000 
for a sy stem of im p rovem ents extending 
from the m outh of the Big Sioux to F o rt 
B enton in M ontana. 
The senate p assed the bill to p rovide for 
the com p ulsory education of Indian children, 
l S enator Sp ooner rep orted favorably from

on 
p ublic buildings and 
grounds the house bill increasing the a p ­ 
p rop riation ior the Duluth building from 
$ 150,000 to $ 270,000.

The House engaged in a s h o rt but decis­ 
ive vote on the silver bill which was amended 
and p assed—135 to 110. 
On the final p as­ 
sage eight Rep ublicans,

The vote showed no quorum p resent, and 
the senate adjourned w ithout action on the 
bill o r am endm ent.

R ep resentative O ates of A lubam a, from 
the com m ittee on judiciary rep orted to the 
house the bill to .p rohibit aliens front ac­ 
quiring title to or ow ning lands in the United 
States.

PENATE. 
The senate parsed the house bill to author

Mr. Pickier of So uth D akota introduced a 
bill to prohibit the im portation of alcoholic 
liquors into A r en and the islnnds of the 
Pacific oci an. Of course there is no possi­ 
bility that- tile bill will ever be heard of 
again, but it give-* Pickier an opportunity 
to keep up his record a* a Prohibitionist. 


S E N A T E 
Tile senate passed the bouse bill to pre­ 
vent desertion from tim army by with-holding 
part of the soldier s monthly pay as a de­ 
posit. 
Senator Moody introduced a proposed 
amendment to the river and harbor bill which 
calls for extensive appropriations for im­ 
proving the Missouri. 
It asks $1,200,000 
for a system ol improvements extending 
from the mouth o* the Big Sioux to Fort 
Benton in Montana. 
The senate passed the bill to provide for 
the compulsory education of Indian children. 
1 Senator Spooner reported favorably from

on public buildings and 
grounds the house bdl increasing the ap­ 
propriation tor the Duluth building from 
$150,000 to $270,000.

in the vicinity ol this city on the reserva­ 
tion, and th at the opening to settlem ent ol 
th at tract m eant the solution of the coal 
question for South Dakota. T he bringingin 
of these sam ples by him proves the accuracy 
ol liis knowledge. 
H e states that there is 
no possible question as to there being a 
large and paying vein. 
It is poasibie, how ­

SEN ATE. 
The senate pawed the house bill to author 
Ize tlie president ot the United States tc 
cause certain lands heretofore withdrawn 
from m*i ket or refer voir purpose# to be 
restored 
to the public domain subject to 
entry under the homestead law, with certain 
restrictions, with amendments. The biil re- 
feres to lands reserved in aid of ttie con­ 
structions, ol tlie certain reservoirs a t the 
headw aters of the Mississippi and St. Croix 
rivers, in M innesota and Wisconsin, and of 
the Chippewa and Wisconsin rivers in W is­ 
consin. 
The fortification bill was taken np,

Cockrell, com m enting upon a rem ark th a t 
■ ait ironclad or-even a fourth-class power 
could levy .contributions on the seaboard 
cities, said he would like to sec* Great B r i t a i n 
levy a war contribution of even a nickel on 
New York.

sity of views. 
Mr. Morrill of K ansas to-day reported a 
disagreem ent of the con'erence on the sen­ 
ate dependent pension bill. 
The house in­ 
sisted on its amendm ents providing a serv­ 
ice pension, and a further conference was 
ordered. 


SENATE. 
The silver bill was taken up and Mr. Ilis- 
cock addressed the senate in opposition to 
the free coinage of silver, 
The following bills were taken from the 
calendar and passed: 
The senate hilts granting pensions of $50 a 
month to the widow of Rear Admiral Ed­ 
ward Donaldson, and to the widow of Com- 
xnandor W inslow. of the Kearsarge. 
The senate bill to authorize the construc­ 
tion of a bridge across the Columbia river 
by the Oregon Railway Extension company. 
Mr. Blair introduced a bill to prohibit the 
exportation of alcoholic liquors to Africa 
and the islands oi the Pacific ocean.

fer red. 


h o u s e . 
The House discussed the silver bill, ami by 
a vote of 120 to 117 concluded to dispose of 
the bill within two days. 


s e n a t e . 
Botli houses of congress a re going full speed 
upon silver, and it seems to be the only ques­ 
tion of im portance now before congress. 
An em phatic protest against the passage 
by the senate of the McKinley bill from the 
m erchants of St. Paul was ioi*l l>efore the 
senate by Senator Davis. 
Mr. Blair introduced a general pension bill. 
It provides a service pension for those who 
served sixty days in the War o; the Rebellion, 
or any Indian war prior to 19GG, ot 1 cent for 
each day of servi«-e m onthly, not to be more 
than $12 or less than $0 m onth in addition 
any other pension granted. 


HOUSE. 
Mr. l.ind ot M innesota maue the principal 
speech on the silver bill. 
He represented, he 
said, an agricultural district, the farmers of 
which were not poor, but not wholly prosper­ 
ous. 
The distressed condition was due to 
low price of agricultural products. 
Mr. Pickier of So uth D akota introduced a 
bill to prohibit the im portation of alcoholic 
liquors into Africa and the islands of the 
Pacific ocean. 
Of course there is no possi­ 
bility th a t the bill will ever be heard of 
aguin. but it gives Pickier an opportunity 
to keep.up his record as a Prohibitionist. 


s e n a t e 
The senate passed the bouse bill to pre­ 
vent desertion from the arm y by with-holdiDg 
p art of the soldier’s m onthly pay as a de­ 
posit. 
Senator Moody introduced a proposed 
am endm ent to the riverand harbor bill which 
calls for extensive appropriations for im­ 
proving the Missouri. 
It asks $1,200,000 
ior a system ot im provem ents extending 
from the m outh o* the Big Sioux to F o rt 
Benton in M ontana. 
The senate passed the bill to provide for 
the compulsory education of Indian children, 
j Senator Spooner reported favorably from 
the comm ittee 
on public buildings and 
grounds the house biil increasing the ap­ 
propriation lor the Duluth building from 
$150,000 to $270,000. 


HOUSE. 
The House engaged in a sh o rt but decis­ 
ive vote on the silver bill which was amended 
und passed—135 to 119. On the final pas­ 
sage eigh’ Republicans, as follows, voted 
with the Democrats as follows against the 
bill: 
Anderson of K ansas, B a r t i n e of Nevada, 
Carter of M ontana. Kelly of K ansas, Rock­ 
well oi M assachusetts,Townsend of Colorado, 
Turner of Kansas aud Wilson of W ashing­ 
ton. 
But one Democrat (Wilson of Missouri) 
voted with the republicans for the passage 
Ol t lie bill 
The disagreement of the senators on ir­ 
rigation may defeat all legislation. 
Stewart, 
chairm an of the senate committee, will not 
consent to anything th a t Bowell wants. He 
was before the house com m ittee on appro­ 
priations, and said th a t rather than to huve 
B o w e ll handle the m o n e y he would prefer to 
see no irrigation appropriation, as the money 
would be wasted. 


SEN A TE. 
Senator H oar of M assachusetts introduced 
fn the senate a joint resolution proposing an 
am endm ent to the constitution, providing 
for tlie election of postm asters by the people. 
The senate considered Mr. Vest s bill pro­ 
hibit monopoly in the tran sp o rtatio n ol cat­ 
tle to foreign countries. 
The provisions of 
the bill have been heretofore published. Mr. 
Hale nurved to amend the bill by inserting 
tiie w ords‘'not already contracted for in 
good faith by persons or parties 'having c a t­ 
tle for transportation n t the date of sueh 
contract sufficient to occupy such storage 
room .” Mr. Vest opposed the amendment. 
The vote showed no quorum present, and 
the senate adjourned w ithout action on the 
biil or amendment. 


iio u s e . 
Representative Oates of Alabama, from 
the committee on judiciary reported to the 
house the bill to .prohibit aliens from ac­ 
quiring title to or owning lands in the United 
States. 
An elaborate report accompained 
the bill. In it the committee says the power 
of the governm ent to totally exclude aliens 
from coining within its jurisdiction, as has 
been done in the case of the Chinese, uo one 
questions. 
Mr. Lodge of M assachusetts offered a reso­ 
lution directing the tecietary of the treasury 
to inform the house whether it is true th a t 
the Cunard Steamship company on Saturday 
last refused to obey the ordeis of the I’nited 
Btates officers to give return passage to eer- 
tu n em igrants landed a t New York by said 
com pany in violation ot the contract labor 
laws.
